A frog into which half a gramme was 
injected liad lataniy convulsions in lialf 
an liour, and soon died. In treating 
the disease the Doctor finds arsenic of 
the most use. Ho recommends that 
.some sorts of maize should no' longer 
be cultivated. Dr. Larabroso's services i 
in this matter are simply invaluable, i 
Pellagra is the scourge of his country. |

John JMcDowell, " sworn— lemeiubered 
going to Jlr. Pickle's house on Wediios- 
(Oay hgtSfte6ani^Knf|3']^g]&I|l#fi. Bradon 
and Pfetclicr. The eviacnco ofthose wit- 
nesses, given on Thursday, was chiefly 
corroborated and need not be reproduced. 
A lengthy crosa-e.xaniinatiun by Mr. 
j'ooley elicited nothing of iniportauce. 

David Bainfibid, sworn — am an ex- 
pressman ; .waa'dcciuaintcU with Fletuhor; 
was with him at Mrs. Pickles' house on 
Thursda}' last about 12:30 o'clock ; saw 
Mis. Tickles ; was vrith Fletcher all the 
time he was there ; the sewing iiiachiiio 
was injlthc i-oom, but Fletcher" did nut 
open it ; stayed till after o ; was there 
when Mn Goldstone arrived; witness 
then wcnt.into a back room and Gold- 
stone remained in the front room ; Gold- 
stone asked Mrs. Pickles what her hus- 
band had said about tho machine. She 
told him that her husband did not intend 
to take it ; she said the other agent had 
been there and had showed her Adams' 
machine, and \}iad said it was made of 
cast-iron, and her husband was of the 
same opinion ; Goldstono said, " you did 
not let that man touch the machine, did 
you ?" and gave some naniea where he, 
Fletcher, had destroyed inachineR ; .she 
said he, (xoklstone, had better take the 
machine away as she did not want it ; he 
dill something aruuiid tho machine and 
then left the house; Fletcher could not 
have touched tho machine without witness 
seeing him.; Fletcher loft with witness. 

(Jross-oxaniiiied by Mr. Drake The 
front door opened into the mom wliere 
the machine was; from tho front rnoiu 
there is a passage into the kitchen; had 
been sitting in tho front room till within 
a few minutes of (ioldstouo's arrival ; 
Fletcher invited witness to goto Pickles'; 
a few minutes after witness went to the 
kitch«n Ooldstone came and stayed about 
t-ii minutes ; believed Stubbs was one of 
the names mentioned hy Goldsliuie ; left 
the house with Fletcher, who went with 
svitiiess to Vates .street. 

T. W. Fletcher, sworn — Am agent for 
the Wanzor Sewing Machine Company; 
the defendant is' agent- for the Singer 
Manufacturing Company ; had heard the 
eviilence of previous witnesses uiid was 
able to stale the .same facts relative to 
what occurred in his presence ; never 
placed emery or any other kind of pow- 
der in the inachino in <|UOBtion ; had been 
accused by ]\Ir. Adams oii several occa- 
sions with placing emery powder ill sow- 
ing machines, but had never done so ; 
about the time that one accu.satiuii of ihib 
sort would get stale I\Ir. Adams woiiKl gel 
11)1 another ; his object in calling in the 
aid t)f the other witnesses was, to cut it 
iihort, to catch a thief, moaning to catch 
Mr. .\dams; these acccusalioiia had been 
the ruination of his character and had iii- 
jiiivil lii.i business ; it had brought his 
family to want ; people <lid not want to 
have any dealings with witness in conse- 
iiuencs of tlice reports, which were un- 
true in every instance ; knew fioldstone ; 
ill the matter in .question witness had 
heard him make such accusations in the 
front room of Mrs. Pickles' house. What 
there f rauspired as stated by [irevious wit- 
nesses was corroborated. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pooley — Ilad 
been committed for trial on a similar 
charge about two years -ago ; remembered 
Capt. Uudlin .qaj'ing something to him 
about machines on the steamer going to 
Xauainio about a year ago ; a woman 
must have told Capt. Rudlin something 
aljout the niaoliines ; ivmenibered seeing 
a Singer machine at New Westminster in 
April last belonging to Mrs, .Kellya) she 
was not in the room all the tim'b witness 
was there ; would be much surprised to 
hear that two days ;'.flerward3 Mr. 
Adams' agent in New Westminster had 
found the inaehiiie st(ii)ped aiiii wniii out 
by emery powder ; had heard of this ma- 
chine being damaged- in a subseipieiit re- 
turn to New Westminster; recollected 
going to Mrs. Stubbs' house three 
or four months ago and taking 
her Singer machine lu exchange for 
a Wanzer with Mr. Ktubl)3' cui-ieut; 
he came .to the' store next day and asked 
as favor if witness would re-exchange 
machine; would never be more surprised 
than to hear that that machine had bc- 
conio unworkable within two days after 
its return from the insertion of emery 
powder; Mr. Stiibbs did not at any time 
accuse witness of having put emery pow- 
der into that machine; Mr. Stubbs came 
to witness' store about the second day 
and asked if he had any objections to re- 
exchanging ithej-maqhinesj thought for a 
iiuiiueiit aS 't'6 wliat'cnuld'bo'hi.s reasons; 
he liked the machine but wished for a re- 
exchange; wittu^ss consented to the re- 
exchange; took back the machine ami n^- 
turned with his own; Mrs. Slnhbs seeiiieil 
to 1)1! surprised; (ui tho following da}' Mr. 
Stubbs came to the store and said that 
Mr. Adams accused witness of putting 
emery in that macl)ilio, as he had allowed 
his wife some emery that had been takcMi 
out of it ; he (Stubbs) said thai he did not 
believe it for he had known witnoss for 
'25 years and ho would not do such a thing 
lo him .above all others; replied that as 
th(! accuHatiun came from -Adams it did 
not amount to much; then asked him \\hy 
he le-Gxchaiiged and he said that Mr.
